N ero, who was by her side, evfnc- 
ed no signs of anger, but ran to the door 
showing his white teeth, as was his custom 
when pleased.

He soon brought them to the 
iKirders of another forest, where, finding it 
linpossible t0 take- their horses further, they 
tethered them to a tree, and set off again on 
foot. They lost sight of the hound, hut still 
from time to time heard his loud baying far 
away.

They 
were in no want of provisions, as not know¬ 
ing when tiiey might return, they had taken 
a good supply of bread and dried veuison, 
not wishing to lose any precious time in 
seeking food while on the trail. The brandy 
still remaining in their flasks they preserved 
for the use of their captive. The evening 
of the following day they reached the map¬ 
per's hut, where they were not a little sur¬ 
prised to find SuSan. She told them that 
although John Wilton had begged her to live 
with them, she could not bear to leave the 
spot where every thing reminded her of one 
to think of whom was now her only conso¬ 
lation, and tlmt while she lmd Nero, she 
feared nothing. They needed not to tell their 
mournful tale — Susan already understood it 
but to clearly. She begged them to leave 
the Indian woman with her. “You have no 
one,” she said, “ to tend and watch her us I 
can do ; besides, it is not right that I should 
lay such a burden on you.”

Susan fortunately could 
bot understand what she said, but often 
turned shudderingJy away when the Indian 
woman would su-ive to rise from her bed, and 
move her arms as if drawing a bow; or yell 
wildly,and cower in terror beneath the clothes, 
reacting in her delirium the fearfitl scenes 
through which she had passed. By degrees 
reason returned; she gradually got better, 
but seemed restless and unhappy, aud could 
not bear the sight of Nero. The first proof 
of returning reason she had shown was to 
shriek in terror when he once accidentally 
followed his mistress into the room where 
she lay. One morning Susan missed her; 
she searched around the hut, but she was 
gone, without having taken farewell of her 
kind benefactress.

(He then quoted from tlmt distinguished 
Judge and other eminent southern men ns to 
the physical and moral condition of the slaves, 
read advertisements of auction sales, &c., 
which caused sensation and cries of shame, 
shame! when he proceeded.) 

Perhaps enough was said to show what 
slaves and slnvedom were at this hour, in 
•he model Republic of the world. But it 
was said, “with all this, England and Eng¬ 
lishmen had nothing to do — it was no con¬ 
cern of theirs. He denied the unworthy 
affirmation; and was ashamed to take to 
his aid in rebuking it, the sentiment of the 
ancient Roman, ere the gos|»el had vet re¬ 
vealed its light. Homo sum : “lam a man, 
and nothing concerning man is foreign to 
my sympathies." We were asked, however, 
for our sympathy, in difficulties of those who 
\vn ‘-c the unha fW position of slaveholders. 

. ell, it \ve had any to spare, let tliem have 
it, aud welcome. But sympathy was of two 
sorts—primary and secondary — the lesser 
and the greater. The question was, which 
was the greater sufferer, tho slave, or the 
holder ot the slave ? If tlm former, by all 
means let your first and chief pity be reserv¬ 
ed for him. But, if the latter, then let there 
t)e no mistake, no nice reasonings, no hesi¬ 
tations,—but where keenest sufferings and 
deepest wrong arc, hen let our sympathies 
speed, and our words of pity and deeds of 
kindness find their most prompt and radical 
application! (Hear, hear.) But we are re¬ 
minded, ever and anon, of “moderation,” 
too; aud that respectable virtue is dinned 
iuto our cars with a zeal hardly consistent 
nature. Now, 1 never knew a 
. iker,) who was not in 
earnest; anil an earnest man does not al¬ 
ways mince his words. Some of England’s 
choicest man were earnest men ; we do not 
rend llint they were particularly moderate 
men. Lord Chatham, certainly, had not much 
care to lie thought one. “Oh, that cry of 
moderation!” said he. “For myself, Inin 
resolved to be in earnest for my country,— 
and shall lie a scarce-crow of violence to 
the gentle warbles of the grove, the moderate 
Whigs, mill temperate Statesman ! ” Nor did

Now, what a sjiecta- 
ele we have here! The men who say tiiey

“ He would loose his life readily to serve Iris 
country — but would not do a'base thing to 
save it. 

The Rev. Ehward Tat.bot, after observ¬ 
ing that we had to sympathize with all 
classes, remarked, that when people are too 
fearful of doing wrong, they may very prob¬ 
ably foil of doing right. The present was a 
grave question, nnd must be considered with 
the seriousness] it deserves. The rlose and 
Ultimate connection which existed between 
England and the United States caused us to I 
feel a deep interest in all that affected the 
well being of that great republic.

a law—what could they think of Christian 
churches that in any way gave it their sanc¬ 
tion? Were they to repress the deep feel¬ 
ings of abhorrence that glowed and burned 
within their souls, lest by their expression 
they should offend against politeness, and 
wound the feelings of men, who, like Dr. 
Dewey, could not perceive the iniquity of 
snch a measure. They might be told that 
the slaves in America were well housed and 
well fed. It might even be said, as he had 
heard it had been said, that some of them 
were clothed in silks.

The man who could attach the slightest im¬ 
portance to tliem bad. yet to learn in what the 
wickedness of slavery consisted — had yet 
lo learn it was daring to place the image 
of God on the auction stand, and knock it 
down to the highest bidder —in robbing 
human beings of their manhood, and in 
making merchandise of men, (Cheers.)

A few years after Susan Cooper (no longer 
“ pretty Susan,” for time and grief had done 
their work) heard [one night a hurried knock 
which she was repeated several times be¬ 
fore could unfasten the door, each time more 
loudly than before. She called to ask who 
it was at that hour of the night. A few hur¬ 
ried words in Iroquois were the reply, and 
Susan congratulated herself on having spoken 
before unbarring the door. But on listning 
again she distinctly heard the same voice 
say, “ Quick — quick! ” and recognized it as 
the Indian woman’s whom she had nursed. 
The door was instantly opened, when the 
squaw rushed into the hut, seized Susan by 
the arm, and made signs to her to come away*. 
She was too much excited to remember then 
the w'ords of English she had picked up 
when living with the white woman. Ex¬ 
pressing her meaning by gesture with a clear¬ 
ness peculiar to the Indians she dragged 
rather than led Susan from the hut. They 
had just reached the edge of the forest when 
the wild yells of the Indians sounded in their 
ears. Haring gone with Susan a little way 
into the forest her guide left her. For near¬ 
ly four horns she lay there half-dead with cold 
aud terror, not daring to move from her place 
of concealment., She saw the flames of the 
dwelling where so many lonely hours had 
passed rising above the trees, and heard the 
shrill “ whoops” of the retiring Indians. — 
Nero, who was lying by her side, suddenly 
and gave a low growl. Silently a dark 
figure came gliding among the trees directly 
where she lay. She gave’herself up for lost; 
but it was the Indian woman who came to 
her, and dropped at her feet a bag of money, 
the remains of her late husband’s savings. 
The grateful ereature knew where it was 
kept; and while the Indians were busied ex¬ 
amining the rifles and other objects more in¬ 
teresting to them, had carried it off unob¬ 
served. Waving her arm around to show

Among 
those were, the “ Baptist Union” meeting in 
London; a body of Members of the Baptist 
Colleges; the Bristol and Gloucestershire 
Congregational Union ; the Annual Meeting 
held in England nnd Wales; the Evangelical 
Alliance, &c. He was pleased, however, to 
add, that Unitarian Societies were showing 
an interest in this great question, which lie 
was satisfied must, ere long, diffuse itself 
more widely through our body. Besides con¬ 
gregational meetings at Bristol, Exeter, Tav¬ 
istock, Cheltenham, Warrington, the Isle of 
Wight and Bury, resolutions had been also 
passed at the Sunday School Association at 
Manchester, hy the London Domestic Mis¬ 
sion, and by the General Assembly of Gen¬ 
eral Baptist Churches, held in London. Mr. 
Wicksteed had given notice of one to lie 
moved at the West Riding Tract Society, and 
it is known that an eminent minister in the 
North, (the Rev. John Janies Tnyler,) intends 
bringing one forward at the Lancashire aud 
Cheshire provincial meeting. (Cheers.) In 
the discussion that was about to ensue in 
reference to otir American brethren, Mr. 
Estlin ho|ied, that, however highly we limy 
esteem gentleness, and moderation, and kind’- 
ness, and politeness, we shall not allow any 
such considerations to lead us to compromise 
the great and eternal principles of truth and 
justice. (Loud cheers.)

Law of America I agree, I trust with all lie- 
fore me, in regarding as a most wicked law 
—(hear)—a law, the design and tendency of 
which is to drive back, to cloud over, the 
spirit of the age, which had already render¬ 
ed the compromises of the American Con¬ 
stitution (criminal, I hesitate not to say, in 
their origin, as such compromises almost al¬ 
ways are—but which would be still more so 
in their continuance) all but a nullity in the 
free States—a law intended to make freemen 
(cheers) 


much as the slaveholder retains his power 
to do good to his slave—to feed, clothe, and 
comfort him—but^he who sends a mail back 
into slavery not only relinquishes his own 
power to do him good, but gives to others, 
who will exercise it he knows not how, 
uncontrolled power of doing biut evil; a 
law, the necessary result of which is not 
merely to cause that sickness of the heart 
which arises from hope deferred—the best 
and brightest of all hopes—but to break the 
heart by its frustration ; a law which eon- 
signs the already worn and wearied captive, 
short breathing space, to sterner boiid- 


ige, more malignant cruelty, and, in all prob- Why _ 

ibility, speedier death. Thus viewing this slavery ts not once named. The Declaration 
of Independence had eleven years before, 


ability, speedier death. Thus viewing this 
law, is it not right and fit, my friends—is it 
not a sacred duty which we owe to God and 
our fellow-men—both to the free and the 
captive, that we should tell our American 
brethren plainly that we so regard it, and 
that we should express our strong sympathy 
with those of their number, who, viewing the 
wicked Jaw as we do, have nobly resolved, 
and still more nobly proclaimed their resolu¬ 
tion, not to obey it, but to do honor to the 
genius of all by the breach of a particular 
law which does such deep dishonor to its 
name and parentage. 

Dr. Hutton then called npon the Rev. 
Mr. Armstrong to move the first resolution. 

Me. Armstrong, who was very cordially 
received, said, in rising to move this resolu¬ 
tion, * * * He would beg the meet¬ 

ing to consider calmly what it was upon 
which they were called to pronounce an 
opinion. He besought them each to under¬ 
stand this matter: and having once seen it 
in its real light — then to go forth, aud, as 
God might give them opportunity, to speak 
and act in be half of the unhappy slave.— 
Would they like to know what a slave was ? 
Here was a definition direct from authority 
in the land of slaves. It was 111 “ opinion of 
the Supreme Court of the State of North 
Carolina, delivered by Judge Ruffin. 


Swift spare the politican 

What, after all, does this “moderation,” 
in regard lo slavery and slnvcholding, mean ? 
It means moderate justice, moderate mercy, 
it means, in many cases, keeping in with 

both sides; here a little and .there a little._ 

Bwnot too much in the right. Wait a while. 
Good men arc divided in opinion. And our 
action is paralysed—because, in the amiable 
ethices of Sir Roger de Coverley, “Much 
may he said on both sides the question.”— 
Tho want of “ moderation” is charged more 
especially upon the obulitionists of America, 
and here" tliatfeeae'iTrisifmi!cK b u*e‘aVi 
nest. II they would only be moderate, all 
would he well,—aud the cause of the slave 
would advance instead of lining retarded.— 
Plausible words ! But what was the answer? 
This among a hundred others, which any 
one who knew the real history of abolition, 
could easily supply. It was not want of 
moderation, hut writing for the slave at alt, 
which stirred the anger of tluvslaveholdcr. 
This dimming proved. Though earnest, ho 
was not charged with being immoderate.— 
Yet Chnnning lost caste in his own Boston, 
nnd Governor Hntnmond of North Carolina 
had the candor to forewarn him that twenty 
thousand men would not save his life, should 
he dare to cross their borders! What then 
was to be done? It appeared to him but 
one course was open: to do the right and 
speak tho true; no matter whom it might of¬ 
fend; leaving the issue in the hands of Him, 
who sooner or later would bless the work 
lie sent us on earth to do. 'Phis was our 
solution. We had no time to study phrases 
or to sit down accusing ourselves of our past 
misdeeds. It has been said, it was but fif¬ 
teen years or so since we wnshed our hands 
of this crime which so troubles us and others. 
But what a fifteen years were these! More 
than any fifteen years, we have laid America 
alongside England. We traverse the Atlan¬ 
tic in a week. We are doing all sorts of 
wonders irrespective of the limits of time. 
For heaven’s sake let us impart a like ac¬ 
celeration to our philanthropy. (Cheers.) 

Before he sat down he would glance at 
some nice destructions in morality among 
those who would pass for the friends of the 
slave in the United States. One, in particu¬ 
lar, of no slight celebrity, had been heard to 
say he would not tell a lie, or profess a false 
foith,—iio, not to save the Union itself.— 
Nevertheless, to save the Union, he would 
send his own brother, or his own child, into 
slavery for all his life ! Let them hear anoth¬ 
er : and he would entreat their indulgence, 
—(bear, hear, hear,)—while he trespassed on 
them a moment longer for that purpose.— 
That other was the Rev. Moses Stuart. I 
quote, said the speaker, from a work hy him, 
“Conscience and the Constitution,” written in 
defence of Daniel Webster and bis notorious 
Fugitive Slave Law. Alt pp. 56-7 of that 
work, the Rev. Moses Stuart thus writes: — 

“ There is a clause in the Constitution of the 
United States, [Art. 4, § 3,] to the following ef¬ 
fect:—“No person held to service or labor in 
one State, escaping into another, shall, in 
consequence of any law or regulation there¬ 
in, be discharged from such service or labor, 
but shall be delivered up, on claim of the party 
to whom such service or labor may be due.”

“ We hold these truths to be sej.k-ehdf.nt, 
that all mex are created equal; that they 
are endowed by their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights; that among these are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.” 
There these words stand, emblazoned in 
light which even the blind can see, and never 
—never to Be erased or obscured. After 
such a declaration before lieaven and earth, 
without one dissenting voice, how could the 
immortal men whose names are appended 
to the Declaration, publish to the world in 
their Constitution of government, that they 
fully admitted in practice wbat they deni¬ 
ed in principle ? How could they say 
— “ We authorize the practical denial 
of equality and liberty, and hold that the 
right to them to a part of the com¬ 
munity is not inalienable 7" How would the 
despotisms of the g Old World have point¬ 
ed the finger at the palpable disagreement 
between the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution of the United States 
It will be seen our author adds, “ by a mo¬ 
ments reflection, that the appearance of such 
a contradiction is in some measure saved 


respected ; and that it was a special blot 
a people proud of its freedom. Slav 
also, to America, is a loss of power. • 1 
Nothing, says Jefferson, is more clearly 
written in the book of destiny, than the 
emancipation of the blacks; hut lie also 
says—there is the difficulty—“the two races 
will never live in a state of equal freedom, 
so insurmountable are the homes which 
nature, habit and opinion have established 
between them.” This difficulty in consider- 
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great statesman, facts are beginning to show 
that lie is not likely to prove a true prophet. 
Hut this power of (mbit and manners is not 
common to America. In Europe, we have 
the repulsion of class and caste, hut in 
Christianity wo have an attractive influence 
which freed the serf, and in causing to 
the feeling of feudal superiority ii 
country has in it power sufficient to effect a 
Still greater change in America. Let the in¬ 
fluence of Christianity but lie seen iu tho 
laws and constitution of the country. Let 
both black and white realize the love of th 
religion which teaches us to do to others i 
we would flint they should do to us; m 
then will it lie seen that a duty which God 
enjoins will not be followed by those dangei 
which man fears. All honor to those me 
who have courage not to olicy mnn’s lav 
when it bids them to transgress a higher one- 
tliqse men whose moral eyesight is clear i 
this matter, and who are williug to endure 
evil lor the sake of kumau rights and their 
country’s good ; tnay their example not he 
lost, and may the all-gracious Ruler of the 
universe, the common Father, grant—“To 
the oppressed freedom, to die oopressor 
pontance.” 

W. 11. As burst, Esq., rs a layman, wish¬ 
ed to express the cordial symjiatliy and sup¬ 
port which he felt sure the Unitarian laity 
generally gave to their brethren iu the min¬ 
istry on this vitally important question.— 
(Hear.) 

Rev. Francis Bishop, who, in rising 
to move the second resolution, sain 
that, hut for that meeting, he should have 
gone back to the country with an aching 
heart nnd a dejected spirit. He was what 
was called an Orthodox Unitarian, one of 
the old school. He attached great impor¬ 
tance to distinctive principles, but he could 
not help saying, that if*they merely came 
together to talk about those principles, if 
they shrank from applying them to passing 
events, their meetings would be cold, formal 
and lifeless, and the hungerers and thirsters 
afterjtrutb and righteousness would pass them 
by, and to their empty and barren talk 
give no heed. The soul could not thrive 
upon abstract theories — the spirit-life could 
not he sustained by mere dogmas. The Fa¬ 
therhood of God and the Brotherhood of 
pun— 1 0, they were glorious principles! glor¬ 
ious if allowed to bud into action and ripen 
fruit, hut apart from this they were words, 
words, and nothing more. (Cheers.) They 
were met that morning to apply their princi¬ 
ples in regard to that gigantic wrong, human 
slavery. And what was slavery — in what 
peculiar atrocity consist ? Not in 
physical cruelty—not in scars, and wounds, 
and gashes, hut in the dark and damning 
fact that it dehumanized men and women, 
sank them to the condition of articles and 
property, made them, not persons, intelligent 
agents, but things, goods, chattels - yes, it 
dared to take these brethren, (pointing to the 
fugitives present,) it dared to take Mrs. Craft, 
who was then sitting just before him, a wo- 
lan whom he was proud to call his friend, 
woman who was fitted, by God-<riven en¬ 
dowments, to sit down in any circle, howev- 
M polished or refined—it dared to take these 
their bretben and their sisters, and class 
them with hogs and with horses, with cows 
aud with dogs. (Shame, shame.) He could 
not speak coolly of such a system—he could 
not find words in which to give vent to the 
feelings which heaved and struggled in his 
bosom, as he thought upon its essential and 
inherent wickedness. (Hear, hear.) 

There was a time, when it was customary 
to urge that, for American slavery, those 
States alone were responsible where it ac¬ 
tually existed. But the [ilea had been now 
removed. The Fugitive Slave Act was an 

of the Federal Legislature, for which 
every American citizen was responsible who 
had hot given it his out-spoken and uncofii- 
promising opposition. That Act turned the 
whole of the Northern States into one wide 
hunting-ground for the pursuit of fugitive 
slaves, and made the citizens of the North a 
hunting constabulary to do the bidding of
